-DRAWN REVOLVERS AWE MOB 


"Company Runs Cars; Heavily Manned By 


By Officers—But Few Passengers Ride 


•for Fear of Being Injured—Most of 


the Rioters Arrested Yesterday Were 
Boys Under 21 Years of Age. 


PHH..ADELPHIA. Pa., Feb. 21—There, 


was a serious riot at Fifth street and Le- 
high avenue, in the Mill district this aft- 
ernoon. 
Dynamite was exploded under 


a car. which as a result was broken in 
half 
and completely 
wrecked. 
There 


were no passengers and previous to the 
dynamiting the, mob ordered the.crew ott 
the car. 


Police arrived quickly and with drawn 


revolvers cowed th'e mob. 
Several ar- 


rests were made. Other acts of violence 
were reported this afternoon. 


There wn's a calm today following the 


Rtorm of yesterday when rioters held 
poss. sitoii of the streets of Philadelphia 
wherever an attempt was made to run u 
street ear. Although cars yere ruiiii.n;' 
on ail lines, the system was pretty well 
tied no. and there were few passengers. 


People preferred to walk rather thin 


take the chance of being struck by :i 
brick or other missile thrown at a car. 
Though there were disorders this morn- 
ing, they were of small consequence and 
few itnests resulted. 


The Pliiihdelphia. Rapid Transit com- 


piny cvfiiers of the entire street, railway 
system of the city, issued a statonu.i'C 
that only W-0 c.iis- were running today, 
but that '(hi- corporation has enougii nun 
to run J-2'.-O if there were 'sufficient 'po- 
licemen nvailable.

The two 
men injured had to be taken to ho.-pi- 
lals. The motornian's skull is believed 
to be fractured.

started their curly morning schedule to- 
day without apparent interruption by 
the strike sympathizers. .The first cars 
loft the various harns at "> a. in., twelve 
hours after the service had been discon- 
tinued, 


Refreshed by rest, the motormen and 


conductors who had slept in the barns 
on cots provided'by the company, man- 
ned the cars protected by policemen on 
both the front and rear platform-. Not 
H mi*8ile was thrown on the early morn- 
ing trips, but the ears were not well fill- 
ed with passengers. Persons willing to 
ride were deterred from doing so from 
fenr of injury. 


The strike lenders, wearied by yester- 


day's strenuous work, rented until late 
this morning and no further statements 
were given out at union headquarters. 
•Beyond the statement that all lines arc 
•in operation with the full quotu of cars, 
the officials of the transit company also 
^declined to comment on the situation. 


Men of Rival Union. 


Conspicuous on the lapelf, of the work- 


ling motormen and conductors was the in- 
signia of the Keystone union, the rival of 
the Amalgamated Association of which 
the strikers are members. The former 
union was founded by men who remained 
loyal to the company during hist, year's 
struggle and is not atfiHatcd'with any 
other body. The present trouble begun 
when the officials of the company treat- 
ed with the members of the Keystone 
union against the wish** of the mem- 
bers of the Amalgamated 
association. 


The latter body made the request of th'e 
Rapid Ti-ansis company olTU-'als that, no 
other union be recognized. The recogni- 
! ion of this organization was one of the 
main points ut'issile between the strikers 
and the company. 


One thousand men on the eligible list 


jVir policemen and firemen were sworn in 
iekerday and the city hall thia morning 
w«t» the scene of great activity among 
>iho. police officials--who were, preparing 


to swear in three thousand additional 
men at the first sign of further lawless- 
ness. 


The olTieials of the company started 


operations today with a grim determin- 
ation to run cars on all lines where it 
was possible to get men. 


•Everyone of the thou«ands of brjck' 


throwers yesterday," said an officer of 
the company, "has merely served 
to 


strengthen the determination to spend 
cverv cent the corporation possesses and 
to use every car the- concern owns, to 
operate the system. There will be no 
surrender.'' 


National Organizer Pratt, of the Car- 


ineiis' union, MI id: 


"Our men are better organized and bet- 


ter disciplined than.they were -in the 
lust strike, and they stand up like sol- 
diers. 
If the company could uol defeat 


our raw recruits Jast summer, the offi- 
cials will not now .break the ranks of 
our veterans." 


Four Thousand Are Out. 


Representatives of the corporation ad- 


mitted today that 4.000 men refused..to 
take out cars Yesterday. This statement 
is disputed by the strike leaders who_ de- 
clared that more than (i.OOO are on strike. 
One explanation of this discrepancy Is 
that many of the trolley men who wish- 
ed to continue .work did not report as 
they were in fear of being injured. 


It was estimated today that 100 per- 


sons were injured yesterday, chielly by 
stones or other missiles. Few 
people 


however, were seriously hurt. One of the; 
latter, n little gii'l, who was shot while 
watching boys attack a car. will-probably 
recover. 


A statement issued by Ihe company 


says that in all 207 cars were damaged 
during yesterday's disorders. Two cars 
were completely burii-yj. and one partly. 
A total of 2.HOS car windows were brok- 
en. The company expects to keep iu 
opci'iition today'1,200 cars, six hundred

Carry But Few Passengers. 


The traction company centralized most 


of its energy during the morning hours 
running to the business section.-!. Ser- 
vice was maintained on nearly all the 
lines to the center of the city, but was 
uncertain. Some of the cars were half 
filled, the majority Imwever, -earned few 
passenger,-. That the fear of personal 
injury to ride.rs was well grounded was 
shown by reports of stone throwing re- 
sulting iu the breaking of car windows 
and the wounding of several 
persons 


ilightly. 


Sensational reports that blood is run- 


ning in the streets of the city and that 
police nre having pistol battles with 
mobs are not true. 
It was a noticeable, 


fact that most of the disorder was Htnrl- 


hv boys ill thickly settled part? of 


the city. A stone, snowball or other 
missile would he thrown, or a trolley 
pole wrenched asFHe and the car would 
come to a stop. While the car crew was 
trying to get started again a shower 
of bricks would lly, a crowd would gath- 
er and then a call for police would be 
made. .In three instances cars were set 
on lire. Generally in other cases the 
windows of the cars were broken. When 
a squad of police .arrives the crowd us- 
ually disappears without further trouble. 
The four persons wounded bv bullets 
vestcrday were watching the crowds. Ex- 
cept iu the case of the little girl, who 
WHS hit by a policeman's shot, those sui- 
fering. from pisv.ol injuries were struck 
by stray firing from unknown persons in 
the crowds. 
It is a bad morning for the 


tens of thousands of 
1 persons who were 


compelled to walk to thi-ir place™ of em- 
ployment. Rail fell heavily, but despite 
the gloomy, disagreeable weather, the 
people took up t-hair tasks cheerfully. 
Every teamster who was willing to cnr- 
rv "passengers," found people eager to 
pay high fare to carry them to work. 
One of the amusing ..ights was men and 
not a few young women going to work 
on roller stakes. 


Business for Steam Roads. 


The railroads were taxed to their lim- 


it in handling crowds. The Pennsylvan- 
ia and the Baltimore and Ohio huve 
greatly increased their schedules both to 
suburban points and stations within the 
city. The Heading company today be- 
gan train service \o suburban stations. 


Under the proclamation issued by the 


mayor yesterday, people are not permit- 
ted to congregate on the. public thorough- 
fares. 
The proclamation commands the 


people thus: 


"To use the streets for travel only. 
•'To make no unnecessary stops there- 


on. 


"Not to loiter upon the streets. 
"Not to collect of join in crowds. 
'•To make no outcries or -use insulting 


language. 


-To peaceably move on about their 


business."' 


The director of public safety is order- 


ed: 'To use all necessary force and 
means whatever to disperse unlawful as- 
semblages."

MADISON. Win.. Feb. 21.—Over 1.600 


men nnd women regUtereil for the five 
nnd ten day courses at the college ot 
agriculture of the University of Wiscon- 
sin given for farmers, their wives and 
daughters, boys, and creamery and cheese 
factory men, which closed on Saturday. 
This is over 300 more than have ever 
attended before; Many others were at 
the lectures and demonstrations for a 
few days without registering, so that 
the total number reached by the instruc- 
tion is considerably in excess of l.GOO. 


Besides these courses at Madison, for 


inature farmers, the college is eonduct- 
in;; short courses for farmers in co-oper- 
ation with the six county 
agricultural 


schools. Through all these courses over 
•1,000 farmers have been given direct in- 
struction in the best methods of agri- 
cultural and dairy work. 


Big Profit From Cows. 


That the average value of the produc- 


tion of the twenty-five, cows of the 
dairy herd at the university form during 
the last year was $104.40 each, and that 
the average, net profit of each cow was 
$63.44, is shown by the new bulletin of 
the University of Wisconsin agricultural 
experiment station, giving the records of 
the university dairy here for 1008-100!!. 


The best individual records were made 


by Double Time, a .Jersey, which pro- 
duced 689. pounds of butter fat, yielding 
$131.10 net profit; ».nd by .lohanua. a, 
Holsteiu, that gave 411 pounds of butler 
fat with a ncl profit of $97,18. 


Rabbits Destroy Fruit Trees. 


Report? that fruit trees in many Wis- 


consin orchards have been seriously in- 
jured by being girdled by- rabbits, have 
led Prof, ,1. G. Moore to issue a, state- 
ment explaining the methods 
of saving 


trees thus injured. He urges that bridge 
grafting be done in the early spring ny j 
binding scions from twigs of last year 
on healthy trees, across the places where 
the bark is destroyed. . 


The important steps in the campaign 


being conducted for the improvement of 
horse breeding in the state are outline'! 
in a new bulletin by Dr. A. S. Alexo-ndev. 
Though Wisconsin, is considered a dairy 
slate, Dr. Alexander points out that the 
viilu'e, of the horses on Jan. 1, 1900. was 
greater than that of the cows, sheep, 
swine, and mules all together. The nv-

Make or cut from some 
other pair t-he heels and as much of the 
foot as is needed to lengthen out the 
(tirst pair and insert, in the opening.

The -Republican party may have its 


liouse- cleaning times and discussions as 
to family management, but it is agreed 
upon the essentials mid that is some- 
thing the Democratic party never did. 
But with this party its house cleaning 
tiroes usually result in a divided fam- 
ily and it* family management produces 
nothing but dissensions and discord. 


There never yet was a, principle that 


necessarily involved details to carry out, 
but what there were differences and hon- 
orable dilTerenee.i . There could be no 
difference- for instance as to slavery it- 
self, the essential way to abolish this 
principle stood by itself and subject to 
no compromise, unless as WHS the ef- 
fort at one period to confine the horrible 
evil to A prescribed section. 


But as to the monetary feature, as to 


the tariff, both convey great principles 
and each subject to variations us to their 
application. 
As 
to 
tariff 
to 
what 


heighth shall protective duties be levied? 
8hnll the duty be specific or ad valorem? 
Shall tin- duties be prohibitive or low 
enough to prevent unfair 
monopolies, 


and this naturally permitting of impor- 
tations'! 
Since the government neeils 


revenues and the people abhor direct 
taxes, it is obvious the protective poli- 
cies shall be, sufficiently high to protect 
fairly and yet admit of importations. 
This definition has been defined by the. 
great advocates of a protective tariff 
13 the difference between the cost of 
production abroad and that at 
home 


with carrying coats, and added with re- 
cent years, a reasonable profit. 


Then as to the finances, honest d i f - 


ferences come in and always to be con- 
sidered. These are the differences as to 
details and yet if carried out 
aiding 


high finance or the masses of people. 
But the unvarying principle as in pro- 
tective tariffs, is the redemption at sight 
of all paper money in gold, 
(lold is 


the unit of value as now provided for 
in our statue law through the Repub- 
lican party 
."But there are points of 


difference arising with believers one way 
or the other now and always will be. 
For instance: Shall the greenbacks be 
retired? Shall there be two-dollar bills? 
Should paper money be reissued in new 
currency on application. Then there, is 
the attitude of the government towards 
clearing houses, and the latest phase as 
to a great Central National bank clear- 
ing house with power to issue and to 
control the issues of all United States 
currency. Both this question and other 
points connected with what is called a 
reform of the currency, and tlie tariff 
can as they will be, taken in hand, as 
has the tariff, and debated in the public 
press, and on the floors of congress and 
on the stump with not the least, fric- 
tion to endanger the party. 


But the Democratic party, it too, has 


taken up these questions and it has bad- 
ly split on them all. It split in two 
pieces on the slavery question with one 
section fighting the armies of the union. 
It split on the money question with one 
division contesting for that tiat anil ir- 
redeemable currency and another with 
the Republicans contesting for gold re- 
demption. Then came Bryan holding out 
any promising issue that gave prom- 
ise of making trouble and making no 
bones of opposing protection and fav- 
oring irresponsible currency with the is- 
nue of paper money predicated upon free 
silver coinage. 
This doctrine, if car- 


ried out, would inevitably have brought 
most grievous disaster to the people. 


. but it would not have hurt ihe wiz- 
ard operator!!, for they would have rev- 
eled in the tumultuous happenings sure 
to come with, the upset of all financial 
conditions. 


The Democratic parly has its believ-

WATER AND RAIL COMPETITION 


With the late demands for appropria- 


tions for deep water ways is coming ex- 
planations as to why the many millions 
spent in the past have been practically 
wasted. 
The National government and 


states have spent millions upon mill- 
ions in deepening rivers and constructing 
canals, and in many states today a.re 
hundreds of miles of canals now nothing 
but ditches. It is said that much of the 
$60,000,000 spent, on the Ohio is wasted, 
and equally so of the Mississippi river. 
The railroads have bought up numerous 
canals and what happened, nothing, but 
the. summary ending of the canal .Rail- 
roads have controlled in some way river 
channels and what has happened, noth- 
ing, but the non-use of channels. 


The foolishness of our laws permit 


railroads to so manage that water com- 
petition has long ago lost its vital pow- 
ers. The commerce commission allows 
the fixing of rates so that communities 
arc discriminated against, and the reason 
given is water competition justifies the 
road in doing or fixing freight tariffs to 
suit 
this water competition. If 
this 


competition was what it might be and 
could be even now, no interstate com- 
merce law or commission would inter- 
fere with all legitimate competition that 
water route? could give .It is notorious 
that rates are lixed between corporations 
i'nd the water lanes do not serve the 
people as thuy should. Railroads control 
steamer lines, steamboats 
and steam- 


ships, and can manage just as they are 
minded to practically kill competition. 


To show what rail or traction corpor- 


ations may do the Chicago Journal cites 
the following:

stances railroads have purchased control 
of canals and closed, them in order to re- 
move, competition. .In other eases rivers 
which were formerly joined by canals 
have been allowed to till up until navi-

Ohio, Indiana. Illinois, Pennsylvania, 


other states north, east, south and-west 
may, if desired, give facts and figures 
showing the money invested in improv- 
ed waterways, and how today, flow slug- 
gishly with their choked channels, the 
miserable remnants of what was at first 
intended to be most useful to communi- 
ties. 


Unless something far more to the pur- 


pose is shown than has been the case so 
far, 
the. appropriations by congress in 


aid of deep waterways and states as to 
barge canals will be practically wanted. 
There will have to be a much more im- 
pressive law than now to protect these 
intended deep channels from the pirati- 
cal assaults of the rail corporations. We 


ant no grave decisions from the com- 


merce commission to the tenor that the 
people of Spokane for instance, must pay 
more for their freight than do the people 


f the Pacific coast, because the coast 


has water competition .What sort of 
water competition is it that can place 
trade embargoes on communities or do 
them a rank injustice? 


It has more of un appearance that in 


some way our laws as to water competi- 
tion developed or exists, jumps in the 
ring and protects the railroad, and since 
rail competition can always do up water 
competition by this fashion, the result 
is seen today throughout the country. 
Let us save our millions until something 
more definite to the purpose is shown, 
both as to security of the waterways 
from unfair rail assaults and then as to 
what sort of a scheme it is to be, that 
is as to practicability und well conceived 
plans.

GOOD ROADS EAST AND WEST 


Tlie highway commission of New Vork 


appears to be something more . than 
a 


mere name as is that of our state. While, 
we liavc riot exactly a commission in the 
high sounding style of things, we possess 
something resembling that with a lot of 
laws, even coi:imnndatory that county 
supervisors pay no attention to. Of late 
we adopted a constitutional amendment 
with the legislature appropriating $800,- 
000 as a beginning and up to today as far 
as it is known not a mile of roadway 
hu.f been constructed under all our laws 
and amendments, that is under s(nte aus- 
pices. The counties are presumed to do 
certain things which as a rule counties do 
not. and the reason why is the prevailing 
indifference upon the subject. 


Still further to aJd tn the laws but not 


to tin- practical side of roadways, is the 
coming legislative action upon tlie report 
of tlir special legislative committee upon 
goml roads. This report will bo duly 
road, acted upon, and then followed by 
more laws and perhaps another constitu- 
tional amendment. The laws will 
be 


added but unlikely Uie number of miles 
of new roadway. 


In the etust they do things some differ- 


ent. 
They actually 
anil really build 


ninny miles of improved roadway every 
year. Here where public sentiment is 
etrong enough in a county or road district 
may be accomplished worthy deeds as to 
improved roadways, but if not, nothing is 
done beyond isolated and disconnected 
improvement work. Yet to be fair some 
improving work has been done of late 
years in the way of graveled roads, bet- 
ter graded roads and some stretches of 
hard bottomed roadways. Hut this has 
not bee.n connected, nothing to what 
could be if the sentiment wore sufficient 
to compel county boards to act under the 
state laws and take advantage of every 
dollar they could secure from the state. 


New York invites propo.Miln for a cer- 


tain number of miles of new roads or im- 
proved 
roadways and goes ahead 
and 


builds. The work is done under state 
authority just us it should be in every 
state instead of leaving it to voluntary 
action of county authorities. While N'ew 
York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Massa- 
chusetts and perhaps a few other slates 
are pushing forward hundreds of miles 
of hard roads to completion, the west 
does very little, with the worst roads of 
any civilized country in the world. One 
driveway alone in New York will be 
ISO miles in length, stretching from 
the sea up bo Albany and there connect- 
ing with other good roads. This road is 
strictly first class and when fully com- 
pleted will be the finest road in the coun- 
try. That state is building 300 miles of 
hard road in addition and when this or- 
der is filled, undoubtedly other systems 
will be commenced. 


.iood roads are the arteries of a nation. 


Good roads arc even worth -more than a 
questionable system -of deep -waterways. 
Once built they cost less to operate and 
enable produce to be marketed material- 
ly cheaper than now. Good roads deprive 
no man of work, on the contrary supply 
more work, certainly give far more com- 
fort and pleasure and as a community 
binder of interests has no equal.

with perfect reason . and . justification . 
that.if cheap postal rates in aid of in-, 
telligcnce and civilization is gtich, then 
what they ask is this proposed ship 
subsidy proposed also. What else they 
ask is.a protective tariff if not a sub- 
sidy for American interests. As to pro- 
tection the subsidy if so.it is, is justi- 
fied by the colossal results achieved in 
building up the industries of the coun- 
try. 
Ship subsidy is a different matter 


even if upon the same plane of argu- 
ments, and in truth the protective tariff 
gives shipping all the money protection 
it should have, and some deny 
this 


much. 
This protection is th'at of de- 


nying an American registry to any ship 
built in part or in all abroad. But as 
to second class mail matter, perhaps a 
subsidy in one way, an educational one 
amply justifiable

HELPING OUR TRADE 


Among all the shipping arrivals noted 


at Buenos Ayres in one of 
the 
fall 


months, that of September, a consular 
report states as follows: 


"There, arrived at Buenos Ayres in 


September jfil steamers of 300,176 tons 
ana fifteen sailing vessels 
of 
18,616 


tons; fourteen nations were represent- 
ed, but not the United States, Only 
one small vessel flying the stars and 
stripes come, to Buenos Ayrea in the 
first nine months of 1909, exclusive of 
government vessels." 


No mere ocean mail subsidy i« going 


to remedy this. 
Something else is re- 


quired to get 'at the root of the dif- 
ficulty. ' One thing is that American 
manufacturers must exercise more care 
in preparing such shipments as they 
have, for the South American trade; an- 
other is that they do their advertising 
more in the language . of the country, 
generally Spanish; another point is that 
they take a little more trouble and as- 
certain to a better purpose what the 
natives want. A recent notice said our 
country had lost a valuable trade with 
some foreign {fort because of the care- 
lessness with which our firms had pre- 
pared 
the shipments.

house got it because these foreigners 
pay attention to these points. 


We lose trade in Central and South 


America because we 
are 
indifferent, 


careless and negligent aa to satisfying 
the native people. 
We prepare 
too 


carelessly for the long journey into the 
interior and are too indifferent any way, 
as to the preferences of the people. 


Again while foreign warships or gun- 


boats are engaged on visit to foreign 
ports and an English consul can 
se- 


cure a British gunboat on short or- 
der, we discourage this sort of thing. 
Visits of our vessels at intervals to 
ports south of us -would unfailingly in- 
crease our trade but then we don't care 
and no influence interests itself in offi- 
cialdom. 


Ocean mu,il subsidies will avail prac-

ON CONSTITUTIONAL GROUNDS NOT TECHNI- 


CALITIES 


It does not lie in a mere technicality 


whether or not the primary'law was pub- 
lished complying with all legal forms, 
that the non-convention (system of nom- 
inations be declared valid or not, but 
whether the state possesses the constitu- 
tional right to fix, in what manner its 
citizens shall make their political nom- 
inations, and further to'fix in what man- 
ner political! platforms shall be written 
and declared as the policies of parties; 
The principle is either right, that is con- 
stitutional, or is not constitutional. All 
freely admit for the most obvious rea- 
.sons the state should effectively control 
the regular elections, even the control 
of the polls, whereas political parties 
may select their delegates, but it is not 
so freely conceded the state may control 
as to in what manner nominations shall 
be made, taking such away from delegate 
gatherings of the voters, yr that the 
state may delegate as to who shall de- 
clare policies of parties, the candidates 
or, party representatives. Jt is further 
contended that however desirous it may 
be the people may elect United States 
senators by a direct vote, that until such 
time this is made constitutional the state 
has no right to so legislate that legisla- 
tures on assembling to perform 
their 


constitutional duties may find them- 
selves 
blocked as to a choice, by a 


previous choice alleged to have been 
made by the people at the regular elec- 
tion. Legislators not objecting on nom- 
ination feel and arc morally bound to 
vote for this choice questionable as the 
legal mandate may be. 


Then has the state the full power to 


say in what manner money may be used 
or not used, either in assisting candi- 
dates to prevail upon voters to vote for 
them, and later on to induce voters to 
select 'them for their choice at the regu- 
lar election 1 Those .who question this 
power on part of the state co not at all 
contend the state should not control as 
to what any citizen would freely admit 
was for corrupt purposes. 
Corruption 


spells and always means just the same, 
corrupt and demoralizing purposes. 
It 


means using means to improperly influ- 
ence the minds of voters, and all laws 
intended compel accounting as to how 
money was expended are entirely proper 
and should be enforced wliicli they are 
not now. Xo one can honestly say our 
Wisconsin law as to this accounting, or 
what is known as the corrupt practices 
act, 
has been impartially enforced.

The suit brought by Van Alstine .of

FREE SEED GRAFT 


An unexpected slap was given the oth- 


er day to the free seed congressional

Washington decided congressmen could 
not send through the mails packages or 
labels for affixing to seed packages for 
local distribution, the seeds having been 
sent in large quantities or bulk to home 
postoffices.

Roosevelt once said he was as much

CLEVELAND, 0., Feb. 18.—Turning 


out to vote in a howling blizzard, "the 
people of Cleveland yesterday ended the 
Sght for low street car fares begun fif- 
teen years ago, and latterly made fam- 
ous by Tom L. Johnson in his four terms 
as mayor. 


The new franchise, proposed by Judge, 


Robert W. Taylor of the federal court, 
was approved in a referendum election 
by a majority of 8,100. The grant is 
said to be a hitherto untried experiment 
in municipal control of the profits of 
public utility corporations. 


The basis of the franchise is that 


street car service under control of thc 
city must be furnished by thc Cleveland 
railway company at cost plus 0 per cent 
return to the stockholders on their in- 
vestment. 


For the first eight months, the fare 


will be 3 cents, with a penny charge for 
a transfer, this fixed rate being made a 
test. The maximum rate of fare allow- 
able during the term of the grant— 
twenty-five years—is 4 cents cash or sev- 
en tickets for '25 cents. 
••'A street railway commissioner, to be 
paid 8-10.000 a year out of the company's 
earnings, for his salary and expenses, 
acts as the adviser of the city in the 
regulation of service and fares, and is 
given perpetual access to the company's 
books.
